Federal Officials Say Arrest ef Ger 
man Subject Was on Order of 
President Wilson. 
CLEVELAND, O., June 14.—Waldemar 
von Nostits, 6 years old, tormer editor 
of the Waechter und Anzeiger, a Ger- 
man daily here, was arrested by Fed- 
eral agents last night, and was ordered 
interned for the duration of the war.

Former King Constantine left Athens 
fate Tuesday to embark on a British 
warship. 

Constantine left the city in a motor 
car, accompanied by the former Queen 
and Crown Prince and other members 
of the family. Prof. Georgios Streit, 
former adviser of the Greek Foreign Of- 
fice, went with Constantine as his sec- 
retary. 

The proclamation of former King Con- 
etantine announcing his abdication was 
posted throughout the streets Tuesday. 
It says: 

“Obeying the necessity of fulfilling my 
duty toward Greece, d am departing 
from my beloved country with the heir 
to the throne and am leaving my son 
Alexander my crown. I beg you to ac- 
cept my decision with calm as the slight- 
est incident may lead to a great catas- 
trophe.“ 

High Commissioner Jonnart in a letter 
to Premier Zaimis on Tuesday, said that 
for reasons of health it was impossible 
to keep the entente troops and horses 
aboard the transports and, therefore, he. 
had ordered them to land. The troops, 
Senator Jonnart said, would remain 
ashore pending their return shortly to 
resume the struggle * Greece's 
traditional foes.“ 

The landing of entente troops has been 
effected at the point on the coast near 
Athens, probably to preserve order in 
the capital and to support the new Gov- 
ernment. Piraeus is the Pere ot Athens, 
‘five miles distant. 

Entente troops also have been landed 
further north to safeguard the crops of 
Thessaly. The French War Office yes- 
terday announced occupation of the im- 
portant railroad town of Larissa, 10 
miles northwest of Athens, by French 
cavalry.

It was found necessary to cancel 
arrangements for the previously 
scheduled forenoon flight because 
of the machine’s crankiness, and 
because Miss Law is behind her 
schedule. The arrangements stood. 
however, for a parade. Miss Law went 
to the Barracks at 4 o’cluck this morn- 
ing to give her pergonal attention to the 
refractory engine, but returned to tha 
city hall to be escorted through the 
downtown streets by the First Regiment 
Band. The route was north on Twelfth 
street to Washington avenue. east to 
Broadway, south to Chestnut street. 
west to Seventh street, and north to 
Locust street. 

Ag soon as Miss Law reached the 
Barracks she discarded the hamper- 
ing skirt she wore with her olive 
drab military uniform when she 
reached St. Louis last night, and di- 
rected the work of her two mechani- 
cians in overhauling the engine, lend- 
ing a hand herself where critical 
adjustments were involved. 

Husband at Work All Night.

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| WELCOMED GEN. PERSHING 


People Rise to Their Greater Heights of En- 
thusiasm in Demonstrations— Americans 
Quests at State Breakfast . 


PARIS, June 14—The first day spent 
in Paris by Major-General Pershing was 
a continuous popular dem tion. 
Great throngs filled the Place de la Con- 
corde early in the day and French sol- 
diers on leave from the front gave 
hearty greetings to troopers of the Sec- 
ond Cavairy, who accompanied Gen. 
Pershing. A large American flag waved 
over the General's hotel and everywhere 
the French and American colors were 
intertwined. 

A visit was made this morning to the 
Hotel des Invalides, where stands the 
monument containing Napoleon's body. 
After a brief ceremony Gen. Pershing 
made a formal call on Ambassador 
Sharp and was then escorted, with mili- 
tary hunors, to the Palace of the Elysee, 
to be presented to President Poincaire. 

Guest at State Breakfast. 

At 12.0 o'clock the President and 
Madame Poincaire gave a state break- 
fast in honor of the American com- 
mander. Other guests were Premier Ri- 
bot, Gen. Painleve, Marshal Joffre, Min- 
ister Viviani, Ambassador Sharp and 


other prominent figures in official and 


civilian life. 

Gen. Pershing attended this after- 
noon’s session of the Chamber of Dep- 
utles When he entered the diplomatic 
gallery with Ambaseador Sharp all the 
Deputies arose and cheered. After the 
General had bowed his acknowledgment, 
Premier Ribot made a statement on the 
abdication of King Constantine and M. 
Viviani addressed the chamber on the 
results of the French mission to the 
United States. 

Paris opened its arms to Gen, Pershing 
and his staff and welcomed them with 
an outburst of spontaneous enthusiasm 
such as only Paris is capable of. No 
conquering here returning home could 


}have hoped for or received such a tre- 


mendous reception as greeted the Amer- 
ican commander when his automobile 
passed between hundreds of thousands 
of cheering people yesterday afternoon. 
Paris, and particularly the French 
authorities, had planned and hoped for 
a great reception, but it is doubtful 
whether even the most optimistic pic- 
tured the almost frantic crowds that 
all but blocked the progress of the!

Crowds shouted themselves hoarse 
with cheers for America. From evefy 
house top all along the route, from every 
window, from every elevation and from 
the thousands upon thousands who 
choked every thoroughfare in the vi- 
cinity of the line of march there was 
hurled a welcome that no American in 
Paris will ever forget. 

Gen. Pershing was expected to arrive 
from Boulogne at 5 o'clock, but his spe- 
cial train did not reach Paris until 6:30. 
This gave opportunity for thousands 
who work until 6 o'clock to mags them- 
Selves along the route until the conges- 
tion became so great that transporta- 
tion was tled up. Gen. Pershing's fea- 
tures were not familiar to the people, 
but Papa! Joffre's cap caught their 
eye and revealed the identity of the sol- 
dier in khaki at his side.

f LONDON, June 14.—A large number of persons injured in 
yesterday s attack on London by German airplanes succumbed to 


their wounds during the night. 


Firemen, ambulance workers, physicians and nurses, assisted 
poy the police, were engaged throughout the night in search for the 
_ bodies of vietims in the areas which suffered most heavily. There 
were pathetic scenes in hospitals and police stations, where women 
and men waited for hours in the hope of receiving more favorable 


news regarding missing relatives. 

The Germans introduced the aerial 
torpedo into the raid which resulted in 
545 casualties. It was stated today that 
the 15 airplanes discharged aerial tor- 
pedoés as well as bombs. The destruc- 
tion of two industrial buildings, where 
several persons were killed, is ascribed 
to the torpedoes. 

According to the compilation issued 
last night, the casualties include 9. 
killed and 437 wounded. Fifty-five men 
met death and 223 were wounded. Six- 
teen women and 26 children were killed 
and 122 women and 94 children were

the wreckage to take fire. Policemen, 
firemen and special constables who ar- 
rived on the scene in record time, 
worked heroically in rescuing the 
maimed from the debris. 

The legs of one man,in this group 
was shattered below tne knees, another's 
arm was blown off as he was raising 
a cup of coffee to his lips, while a third 
was seriously wounded in the chest by 
fragments Of the bomb. The clothing of 
some of the wounded was torn in shreds 
and the faces of nearly all were pur- 
ple-hued from the effects of the explo- 
sives.

St. Louis has oversubscribed its $25.-

She is now the wife 
of Breckenridge Morehead, a railroad 
man. 

Mrs. Sara Matlack for e time was 
manager of the Franklin Hotel, 
which, in 1897, was at Grand and 
Washington avenue. Eliwood Mat- 
lack took his meals there while his 
first wife's divorce guit was pending. 

Craelty Ils Alleged. 

The present Mrs. Matlack, like the 
former, alleges cruelty. She also 
asserts her husband has deserted her. 

She asks that a receiver be ap-

With the by-products of garbage disposition 
now commanding war prices, private contractors 
promise more advantageous terms on the expira- 
tion of the present arrangement in September, 
1918. What St. Louis wants now, however, is a 


permanent solution of this problem, which has 


caused it much vexation in the past. 

Is it Hkely that any solution in which private 
contractors figure will be permanent? In five 
years two sets of private contractors have de- 
faulted on their obligations to the city, with em- 
barrassing results in heightened costs, suits on 
bonds and vast inconvenience and discomfort 
until the work of disposal was resumed. What 
will happen under a new private contract when 
war prices slump?

Disposal through municipal agency and a mu- 
nicipal plant at least promises permanency.

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PBACE BY AND FOR PEOPLES. 
The British note to the Russian provisional 
Government contains an unqualified indorsement 
of the aims and objects of the war as defined in 
President Wilson's address to Congress, April 2: 
The British Government heartily join with 
their Russian allies in their acceptance and 
approval of the principles laid down by Pres- 
dent Wilson in his historic message to the 

American Congress. These are the aifns on 

which the British peoples are fighting. These 

are the principles by which their war policy 
ie and will be guided. 

To this end the British Government expresses 
ite readiness “to examine, and if need be, to re- 
vise these agreements’ with its allies, including 
Russia. The text of these agreements bas never 
been made public, but the willingness of the Brit- 
ish Government to make them conform to the 
President’s war address marks a long step in the 
direction of a peace that will represent the peo- 
ples rather than the Governments of the bellig- 
erents. 

The principles to which London has subscribed 
in its indorsement of the address of April 2 are 
set forth in this paragraph 

The world must be made safe for democracy. 

Its peace must be planted upon tested founda- 
tions of political liberty. We have no selfish 
ends to serve. We desire no conquest, no domi- 
nation. We seek no indemnities for ourselves, 
no material compensation for the sacrifices 
we shall freely make. We are but one of the 
champions of the rights of mankind. We 
hall be satisfied when these rights have been 
made secure as the faith and freedom of the 
nations can make them. 


This declaration of faith is made more specific 
in the President's note to the Russian Govern- 
ment, but there is no modification of the aims and 
objects originally expressed.

The German will to war cannot stand up in- 
definitely under the bombardment of such appeals 
as the President has made to liberty and univer- 
sal democracy. Unless the German Government is 
inviting a new discussion of peace and is prepar- 
ing again to make overtures, it might better to 
have lost a battle than to have put the Wilson 
note to Russia into the hands of the German peo- 
ple. Against that kind of ammunition autocracy 
is without defense.

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FOR 100,000 WAR PLANES. 

President Henry Woodhouse of the Aero Club 
of America declares that 100,000 aeroplanes could 
end the war. 

Mr. Woodhouse is puuting in concrete terms 
a general statement of the Post-Dispatch, urging 
the use of airplanes on a large scale, made a 
month ago.

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AMERICA’S DEEP PURSE. 

In an article in the Post-Dispatch of April 23 
last, Lord Northcliffe told of the great success of 
the British war. loans, and concluded with the 
words: “John Bull’s deep purse is still practically 
untouched.” Some of the figures given in that 
article are worth repeating, now that the people 
of the United States are digging into America’s 
purse for the first war loan—the Liberty Loan—of 
$2,000,000,000, which, as Secretary McAdoo recently 
said, is the least possible sum that we can afford 
to provide for the immediate conduct of the war. 

Since the beginning of the war, and up to the 
middie of April, Lord Northcliffe showed, Great 
Britain raised a total of $21,620,000,000—twenty- 
one billions, six hundred and twenty million dol- 
lars. Of this tremendous sum, $5,475,000,000 was 
revenue, and the rest—$16,145,000,000—represents 
loans made to the Government, either by the peo- 
ple of Great Britain or by flotation in the United 
States and elsewhere. “How the British people 
have responded to the nation’s appeal for funds is 
thus described by Lord Northcliffe: 

All the croakings ceased two months ago 
with the astounding success of the great war 
loan to which e people subscribed 35,000. 
000,000 in NEW MONEY, without conversion of 
outstanding stocks. 

And that loan was taken up by the people at 6 
per cent, as against 6 per cent interest carried by 
the loan of 1916. 

“The country,” concludes Lord Northcliffe, “has 
learned that it does not know the limits of its 
own money-raising powers. In spite of the $5,000,- 
000,000 subscribed in February, people are already 
beginning to subscribe more now.” 

The total wealth of the United States, according 
to the World Almanac, is $187,739,071,000. as 
against the total wealth of G Britain and Ire- 
land, which is $85,000,000,000. The present Liberty 
Loan, big as it is, will hardly begin to diminish 
the bulk of America’s deep purse. 

If the British, with so much less wealth, willing- 
ly and gladly dig up at the rate of $5,000,000,000 at 
one asking, why should Americans, with their ex- 
haustiess wealth, wince at a first call of 62,000, 
000,000?

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PROBLEM confronting many,

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| Pensions for Teachers 
AYOR MITCHEL, of New York 

Mi City has signed and sent to 
Governor Whitman the Teach- 
ers’ Pension Bill, which is the result 
of extended investigation of pension 
Plans throughout the. wérld. The 
Mayor says that this is the first 
pension measure authorized for Neu 
York City employes in which the rule 
is established that the city and its 
employes must share in equal amount 
the benefits to be provided. i 

The cost of the pension will repre-. 
sent, for future entrants into the 
teaching, force, approximately 10 per 
cent of their average salaries, one 
half contributed by the teacher and 
the other half by the city. The re- 
tirement plan involves an annuity of 
25 per cent of the final salary, paid 
out of the contributions of the teach- 
er, and a service pension of 25 per 
cent, out of the city’s contributions. 

Each teacher is insured against 
disability occurring at any time after 
10 years of service, to an amount of 
20 per cent of final salary, provided 
by the city contributions, with such 
additional sum as may be purchased 
in the form of annuity out of the 
teacher’s contributions made up to 
the time of his retirement or dis- 
ability.
